(Gazetted July 15th 1923) 


/OR the purposes of Articles 14 and 15 of the Police Ordinance 1921, I herehv 
declare that the areas of LUPP, BEIT DAJAN, HADITHA, JIMZU, NEBI 
DAJNTAL, IDHARIYA, ANNABEH, SILWAP, MEZRAA - EL - SHARKIA, 
ABWAIN, AJJUL, JIIJILIA, ATTAR A villages and the area of WAD-EL-8ELAT, 
in the Jerusalem-Jafla District, have been found to lie in a disturbed state as 
from the date of this Proclamation, and that from the conduct of the inhabitants 
of such areas it is expedient to increase the number of die Police. 


This Proclamation shall remain in fore 


for six months from this date.
